The modern street lighting project will be of particular 
interest to Upland merchants, property owners and ‘‘just plain 
old residents’’ 

It may be the answer to their own $13,200 question of pro- 
viding new and much-needed street lights for the business dis- 
trict.

But as London started its third 
electrical dimout last night, the 
Strikers met and decided to re- 
main out unless all power plant 
authorities agreed (1) that they 
would not be prosecuted for strik- 
ing, and (2) that soldiers now ope- 
rating emergency service in the 
plants would be withdrawn before | 
they returned. 


A total of 2,800 strikers at four 
key plants started the wildcat 
strike over demands for a bonus.

BODIES FOUND 

The bodies were found under 
a great stack of debris at the 
southeast corner of the plant, near 
a demolished truck loading dock, 
Where blast damage was most in- 
tense. 

Construction workers and unin- 
jured Swift employes recalled by 
the ccmpany to aid in the search, 
spent hours pushing through the 
twisted girders and jagged cement 
slabs before recovering the addi- 
tional victims. 

ELEVEN CRITICAL 

The previous toll in one of Sioux 
City’s worst disasters had been 
16 dead and more than 150 in- 
jured. 

Eleven of the injured remained 
critical condition. 

Officials believed a natural gas 
pipeline leak may have caused the 
blast and Mayor Dan Conley has 
asked the Icwa Commerce Com- 
mission, Which has jurisdiction 
pipelines, to help in an in- 
vestigation.
